The troops left their home bases 
early Saturday morning, June 27, 
in Exercise Mobile 11, a national 
survival operation, first of its kind 
to be held by 22 Militia Group,

MEETING 

The regular June meeting of the 
Council of the County of Vulcan 
No. 2 was held on Tuesday, June 
16. Reeve Jack Deitz presided, and 
councillors F. Hubka, A. W. Ul¬ 
rich, Ivan Haga, R. S. Irwin, Earl 
Kricksen, M. Willard, F. Thurber 
and Donald McNiven were present. 
Also present was D. D. McQueen, 
secretary-treasurer. 

A delegation of interested people 
in respect to By-law No. 437, a 
by-law to authorize the expropri¬ 
ation of certain lands in the N.W. 
34-14-22-4 for the purpose of a 
roadway to the Little Bow Park, 
interviewed the council in respect 
to the progress which was being 
made to obtain the right-of-way 
and building the road. The dele¬ 
gation was told that the council 
had already given two readings to 
the by-law and was considering a 
third and final reading. 

K. R. Miller, spokesman for the 
delegation, urged the council to 
obtain some action so the road 
would be made available, and he 
pointed out that there was a great 
deal of pressure being exerted 
from people who desired to have a 
shorter route to the south side of 
Little Bow Park.
